tive government, and the like. But gov¬ 
ernment by howl they have not found 
mentioned in their text-books st college.

Sound judgment has not controlled the I 
action ot nominal rulers, hut s howl, as 
senseless as that of the hound who dis¬ 
turbs sleep at the time of the full moon. I 
To be sure the howl of the mob takes J 
the form of words framed into, sentences I 
conveying the semblance of ideas, but in 
fact and in truth as useless for guiding the 
affairs of men as the incoherent ravings I 
of a maniac. “On to Richmond," “On to 
Berlin," howled in chorus by thousands of 
thoughtless human beings,destitute of the 
least possible knowledge of the needs of I 
the times, controlled governments and 
commanders of armies almost to their de- J 
structlon; yet they should have been no I 
more controlling In the conduct of affairs I 
than the mutterings of a man in sleep. 

Practical politicians may be Ignorant 
of the past histoiry of the world, but their 
ready vm^has taught them that a cry, a 
howl. Is frequently far more powerful In 
controlling elections and those elected 
than sterling good sense and ail senti¬ 
ments of honor, honesty, or patriotism. 
The framers of our constitutions, how¬ 
ever, were not ignorant of history and | 
framed the form of our government to 
minimize the destructive influence of 
howling. Ours is a government by re¬ 
presentatives, who are for the time 
being absolutely protected from the 
power of howling mobs, both small and 
great, high-toned or low-toned. And 
these men only have continued success¬ 
ful in civil and military administrations, 
who have followed their own judgment, 
though howled against by any particular 
animal or all the animals in the mena¬ 
gerie—whether noble or Ignoble. 

Washington, Lincoln, and Grant were 
probably as much distinguished from 
the lesser lights In our history by their 
capacity of pursuing the even tenor of 
their ways in spite of adverse criticism 
«s by sny ether. \
